UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool   plants 
regulated  under  Federal   Order  No.   6  during 
December  1981   totaled  41.6  million  pounds. 

During  December,   36.1  million  pounds,  or 
86.80  percent  of  producer  milk  was  classified 
as  Class   I. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  there  have  been 
frequent  plant  shifts  between  Federal  Order  6 
and  12  which  have  distorted  individual  market 
statistics. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during  the 
month  was  $15.05  per  hundredweight  —  up  6  cents 
from  November  and  5  cents  below  December  1980. 

TAflPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  91.3  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool   plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12  during  December  1981. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk, 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers,  totaled  79.9  million  pounds. 

Class   I  milk  was  87.52  percent  of  the 
total  producer  milk. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  there  have  been 
frequent  plant  shifts  between  Federal   Orders  6 
and  12  which  have  distorted  individual  market 
statistics. 

The  uniform  price  per  hundredweight  for 
December  milk  was  $15.16,  an  increase  of  7  cents 
from  the  previous  month  and  12  cents  below 
December  of  last  year.      (Continued  on  page  6) 


During  1981  the  combined  deliveries  of 
producer  milk  to  pool   plants  regulated  under 
Federal  Orders  6,  12  and  13  totaled  2,202.8 
million  pounds.     Producer  milk  deliveries  in 

1980  were  2,121.7  million  pounds.  These  data 
reflect  an  increase  in  1981  over  1980  of  81.1 
million  pounds,  or  3.8  percent. 

Comparisons  of  producer  milk  receipts 
are  not  being  made  for  the  individual  markets 
because  there  were  pool   plant  shifts  between 
Federal  Orders  6  and  12  during  the  year. 

Class  I  milk  sales  in  the  combined  3  mar- 
ket area  totaled  2,047.8  million  pounds  in  1981 
compared  to  2,020.2  million  pounds  in  1980,   re- 
flecting an  increase  of  1.4  percent.     In  the 
individual  markets  Class  I  milk  sales  were  un- 
changed in  the  Southeastern  Florida  area,  and 
were  up  3.1%  in  the  Tampa  Bay  area  and  up  1.4% 
in  the  Upper  Florida  area. 

The  percentage  of  producer  milk  classi- 
fied as  Class  I  milk  showed  a  decrease  in  1981 
compared  to  1980.      In  1981,  90.22%  of  all   pro- 
ducer milk  under  Federal   Orders  6,   12  and  13 
was  classified  as  Class   I  milk  compared  to 
91.60%  in  1980.     Class   I  producer  milk  de- 
creased from  90.15%  to  88.62%  under  Order  6, 
decreased  from  90.70%  to  90.09%  under  Order  12, 
and  decreased  from  93.74%  to  91.44%  under 
Order  13. 

The  average  Class   I  price  per  cwt.    during 

1981  was  $15.73  under  the  Southeastern  Florida 
Order,  $15.53  under  the  Tampa  Bay  Order  and 
$15.43  under  the  Upper  Florida  Order.     These 
averages  were  91  cents  above  the  averages  for 
1980.

The  December  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased 
4  points  (3.1  percent)  from  November  to  125  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1977  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Con- 
tributing most  to  the  decrease  since  November  were  lower  prices  for 
cattle,  hogs,  cotton,  wheat,  corn  and  eggs.  Higher  prices  for  let- 
tuce, milk  and  tobacco  were  partially  offsetting.  The  Index  was  19 
points   (13  percent)  below  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,   Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates   for  December  was 
150  percent  of  its  1977  base.     The  Index  was  down  1   point  from 
November  but  6  points   (4.2  percent)  above  a  year  earlier.    Sharply 
lower  prices  for  replacement  livestock  accounted  for  most  of  the 
decreases. 

The  Ratio  of  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,   Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  84  for 
the  month  of  December  1981.     The  Ratio  was  down  2  points  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  17  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool   plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    13  totaled  70.6  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  December  1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,    re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  8.2 
million  pounds  and  1.9  million  pounds 
above  December  1980. 

In  the  December  equalization 
pool,  61.4  million  pounds  of  milk  was 
classified  as  Class   1.     Class   I  pro- 
ducer milk  was  up  4.8  million  pounds 
from  last  month,   and  was  4.0  million 
pounds   less  than  December  1980. 

Class  I  milk  was  86.96  percent 
of  the  total   during  December  compared 
to  90.64  percent  the  previous  month 
and  95.15  percent  during  December  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Federal   Order  No.    13  for 
December  milk  was  $15.34  per  hundred- 
weight.    The  uniform  price  was  down 
1    cent  from  November  and  was   11    cents 
below  December  1980. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,   572  producers  delivered 
203.5  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool    plants.     This  compared  to  557 
producers  and  181.4  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  435 
producers  and  187.6  million  pounds 
during  December  1980.      Producer  milk 
deliveries   in  December  were  up  12.2 
percent  from  November  and  were  8.5 
percent  above  December  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was   11,448  pounds  per  day 
for  all   producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal   Orders  6,    12 
and  13.     The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  9,512  pounds  under 
Order  No.   6;    11,869  pounds  under 
Order  No.    12;  and  12,359  pounds 
under  Order  No.    13. 

Combined  receipts  of  bulk 
fluid  milk  products   from  producers 
and  other  sources   for  the  three 
markets  were  206.6  million  pounds 
in  December  1981,  and  194.9  mil- 
lion pounds  in  December  1980.

FOUR  YEAR  DAIRY  BILL  BECOMES  LAW 

After  many  months  of  deliberation,  the 
House  and  Senate  finally  agreed  on  a  compromise 
farm  bill   that  contains  the  dairy  price  support 
provisions  which  will   be  effective  for  the  four 
years  ending  September  30,   1985. 

For  each  of  the  four  years  the  price  sup- 
port provisions  are  as  follows: 

1981/82:  The  current  $13.10  per  cwt.  price 
($12.80  at  3.5  percent  butterfat)  will  be  contin- 
ued until   September  30,   1982. 

1982/83:     The  minimum  support  level  will   be 
$13.25  per  cwt.     However,  if  the  estimated  net 
cost  of  dairy  price  support  purchases  is   less  than 
$1  billion  the  price  shall   be  supported  at  not 
less  than  70  percent  of  parity  and  if  purchases 
are  less  than  4  billion  pounds  of  milk  equivalent 
the  price  shall   be  supported  at  not  less  than  75 
percent  of  parity. 

1983/84:     The  minimum  support  level  will   be 
$14.00.      If  purchase  costs  are  less  than  $1   bil- 
lion the  level   shall  not  be  less  than  70  percent 
of  parity.     If  purchases  are  estimated  to  be  less 
than  3.5  billion  pounds  of  milk  the  75%  minimum 
level  would  be  effective. 

1984/85:     The  minimum  level  will   be  $14.60. 
Again,  if  purchase  costs  are  less  than  $1   billion 
the  70  percent  level  would  apply.     If  purchases 
are  less  than  2.69  billion  pounds  of  milk  equiva- 
lent the  minimum  support  level  would  be  75  per- 
cent of  parity. 

In  addition  to  the  dairy  price  support  pro- 
visions, the  farm  bill    contains  a  limited  number 
of  amendments  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Agreement  Act,  the  statutory  authority  for  Fed- 
eral milk  orders.     The  principal   amendment  af- 
fecting milk  orders  was  the  termination  of 
authority  for  Class   I  base  plans,  effective 
December  31,  1981.     The  authority  for  base  plans 
now  in  operation  will  expire  on  December  31,   1984. 
The  Class   I  base  plan  authority  has  never  been 
widely  used.     Only  two  Federal   orders,    (Georgia 
and  Puget  Sound)   have  contained  such  authority 
and  the  Georgia  plan  has  already  been  terminated 
at  producers'   request.
